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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tine invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

3. The limitation in claim 3 filed 3/24/2009 that reads " an output generator arranged 
to concurrently output first and second sound signals to a common speaker based on 
the engine sound data stored in the memory," is not clearly defined in the specifications 
(figs. 1 & 1 1 : 7) in a manner in which enables the understanding of one of ordinary skill. 
The output signal of synthesized sound output generator 7 of figs. 1 & 1 1 is a single 
signal output which drives the speaker. However, applicant claims an output generator 
able to concurrently output a first and second signal. Therefore, according to figs. 1 & 
11:7, there is a single signal output as suppose to the fist and second signal outputs 
claimed.

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to set 
forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. The invention is 
different from what is defined in the claim(s) because the limitation in claim 3 filed 
3/24/2009 that reads " an output generator arranged to concurrently output first and 
second sound signals to a common speaker based on the engine sound data stored in 
the memory," is not clearly defined in the specifications (figs. 1 & 1 1 : 7) in a manner 
which correlates with the specification. The output signal of synthesized sound output 
generator 7 of figs. 1 & 1 1 is a single signal output which drives the speaker. However, 
applicant claims an output generator able to concurrently output a first and second 
signal. Therefore, according to figs. 1 & 1 1 : 7, there is a single signal output as suppose 
to the fist and second signal outputs claimed.
